In 1978 Eli Kassner formed the University of Toronto 
Guitar Ensemble consisting of his students, and 
has been the Ensemble's Artistic Director since 
then. Much of the repertoire of this group has 
been created by way of adaptations and transcriptions 
of standard orchestral repertoire, as well as by 
commissioning of new works through he Canada Council, 
the Ontario Arts Council, and the Guitar Society 
of Toronto. Mr. Kassner has helped the University 
of Toronto Guitar Ensemble achieve international 
acclaim since its inception. In April 1982, the 
Ensemble performed at an international guitar festival 
in Havana, Cuba, and in December 1984 it performed 
a series of concerts at the Carrefour mondial de 
la guitare in Martinique. The Ensemble has recently 
been invited to play a series of concerts in the 
Soviet Union in May and June of 1987. 


Bryan Martin, a graduate of the conducting programme 
at the Faculty of Music, first joined the Ensemble 
in 1980 and has been its conductor since 1982. 
He is currently participating in the Conductor's 
Workshop at the Royal Conservatory of Music.
